One of the important pieces of work to be undertaken by the Federal 
Government this year is the census enumeration of the people of Canada, 
and the compiling of a vast amount of other information dealing with the 
§ and indicating the development of the Dominion

The taking of the census is a big job, and an exceedingly important one. 
it requires elaborate and complete organization, careful publicity to acquaint 
people with what is expected of them wher the enumerators call, and a 
small army of men to gather the information required, and another large 
group of experts to assemble and classify the information when it is received 
by the Department at Ottawa 
It is quite possible that some people look upon the taking of the census 
matter of importance, and that, at this time 
the large expenditure of money involved could be put to much 
Such a view, however, is not only very superficial but quite 
important in any country, but in no other 
untry does it have quite so pronounced an effect as in Canada, and more 
pecially in Western Canada.

Money grants to the Provinces from the Dominion treasury are also 
based upon population, but in the case of the Western Provinces a larger 
number of grants rest on this basis than is true of other Provinces. For 
example, grants to these Provinces in lieu of lands increase as population 
increases until the maximum is reached. Consequently it is important that 
an absolutely accurate census of our people be recorded, and especially so in 
the case of the West which is the most rapidly growing section of the 
Dominion, Increased western representation at Ottawa will likely have a 
profound effect upon national policies, while larger money grants will enable 


our provincial governments to -meet the growing needs of these western 
communities, 


* The census is likewise a national stock-taking. It will reveal the extent 


of our growth and development as Provinces and as a Dominion within the 
past It will reveal to us evidences of national strength and dis- 
close weaknesses exist. For all these reasons it is important that 
every citizen fully co-operates with the enumerators and officials in making 
the census this year complete and accurate in every respect.

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*, Homestead Regulations 


Changes Made On Recommendation 
Of Minister Of the Interior 


Regulations governing the conver- 
sion of patented pre-emptions or pur- 
chased homesteads into soldier grants 
have been altered in an order-in- 
council noted in the Canada Gazette. 
Changes have been made on recom- 
mendation of Hon, T. G. Murphy, 
Minister of Interior, who found that 
several applicants are debarred from 
making such conversion on the 
ground that they had already obtain- 
ed patent for their pre-emption or 
purchased homestead. 

The new provisions are as follows: 

“1. Where patent for a pre-emp- 
tion or purchased homestead has 
been issued, or where such patent 
has not yet been issued, if the holder 
of the pre-emption or purchased 
homestead is permitted to convert 
the same into a soldier entry grant, 
all sums paid on account of princi- 


the said pre-emption or purchased 
homestead may, upon application, 
be refunded to the holder of the 
land, or to the soldier settlement 
board in cases where an advance 


of the Soldier Settlement Act. 

“2. The foregoing regulation shall 
be deemed to be retroactive in its 
application.”

Airplane That Floats 


Successful Test Is Made Off the 
Coast Of England 

A British Royal Air Force officer 
successfully landed a specially equip- 
ped airplane on the sea off Felix- 
stowe, and the ’plane remained afloat 
long after the pilot, uninjured but 
drenched to the skin, was taken off 
by a rescue boat. 

The ’plane used in the experiment 
was an ordinary service machine 
with certain modifications intended 
to keep it afloat for at least four 
{hours after alighting on the sea. 
For this purpose the sides of the 
fuselage had been made to open 
outwards by operation of a lever in 
the cockpit. This was for the 
purpose of releasing air filled bags 
designed ‘to keep the machine 
efloat. 

When Squadron Leader Goodwin 
landed the ‘plane on the water he 
switched off the engine, emptied 
the gasoline tank and _ released 
flotation bags. He was free from 
the usual safety belt in case things 
went wrong and he had to swim 
from the ‘plane. In addition, he 
‘had padded the lower side of the 
top ’plane with spongelike rubber 
to soften the blow in case it struck 
\his head when the ‘plane hit the 
water. 

Inside the fuselage were bottles 
jot compressed air communicating

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COMBINES ACT 
HELD VALID B 
PRIVY COUNCIL 


London, England.—The Combines 
Act of the Dominion of Canada is 
valid, according to the judgment 
handed down by the judicial com- 
mittee of the Privy Council, dismiss- 
ing an appeal from the Proprietary 
Articles Trade Association of Can- 
ada. 

Thus the privy council backed the 
unanimous opinion of the Domin- 
ion’s Supreme Court, climaxed a 
four-years’ legal baftle and opened 
the way to several investigations of 
combines. 

The case was argued before the 
privy council last June. The act was 
passed by the Federal parliament in 
1923 to replace the 1919 act, which 
had been declared invalid by the privy 
council. 

The provincial governments of 
Quebec and Ontario both supported 
the contention of the Proprietary 
Articles Trade Association that the 
Federal act was invalid. 

The P.A.T.A. also contested the 
validity of the section 498 of the 
Criminal Code of Canada, and in 
dismissing the appeal their lord- 
ships upheld the validity of this 
section. 

The judgment said that in their 
lordships’ opinion section 498 of the 
Criminal Code and the greater part 
of the Combines Investigation Act 
fall within the power of the Domin- 
ion government to legislate as to 
matter falling within the class of | 
subjects in the criminal law, “in- 
cluding the procedure in criminal 
matters.” 


The substance of the act, 
judgment continued, is to 
and to make criminal, 
which the legislature, 
interest, intends to prohibit.

New York.—Seamen from the 
Nova Scotia power boat “Josephine 
K.” appeared before the coastguard 
board of inquiry to testify that 
Boatswain Karl Schmidt of the 
“CG-145" was drunk when he board- 
ed the Canadian vessel after its cap- 
ture near Ambrose Light. Schmidt, 
who had admitted he fired the shots, 
one of which fatally injured the 
boat’s master, William Cluett, Lunen- 
berg, N.S., was in court and heard 
witnesses swear that after the cap- 
ture he continued drinking in the 
forecastle of the rum-runner. 

Louis Selig, who described himself 
as an able seamen from Halifax, 
N.S., gave the main testimony for 
members of the crew. Schmidt, he 
said, seemed “good and drunk” when 
he saw him shortly after the “Jose- 
phine K.” was boarded. The boat- 
swain had pointed a gun at Allan 
Falkenham, ,Lunenburg, and main-

pear on the ship's crew list. Schmidt, 
he said, staggered, his face was red 
and his eyes “glaring.” The com- 
mander of the “CG-145” stayed in the 
forecastle several hours, and while 
there consumed six bottles of ale and 
two drinks of rye whiskey, during 
which time all members of the “Jose- 
phine K's” crew had an opportunity 
to witness his condition.

TEST SHIPMENTS 
-OF GRAIN FROM 
PORT CHURCHILL 


; Ottawa, Ont.—Test movement of 
two or possibly three cargoes of 
grain, about 750,000 bushels, will be 


| shipped through the port of Churchill 
the middle of next September, ac- 
cording to present plans. A confer- 
ence held here with representatives 
of shipping interests indicated that 
there will be no difficulty getting pri- 
vate steamship companies to under- 
take the movement. A statement is- 
sued on the conference by the Depart- 


ment of Railways and Canals, fol- 
lows: 

“Arrangements for the proposed 
test movement of grain from the 
port of Churchill, on Hudson Bay, 
were under consideration at a con- 
ference held in the office of the min 
ister of railways and canals. The 
meeting was arranged at the in 
stance of the minister, Hon. Dr. R. J. 


Manion, who is taking a warm per 
sonal interest in the whole unde: 
taking, and was attended by _ the 
principal officers of his department 
and by representatives of Canadian 
Government Merchant Marine, and 
Canadian National Steamships. 


“Dr. Manion was assured by his 
officers that from present  indica- 
tions the port facilities would be 


sufficiently advanced to admit of the 
test movement by about the middle 
of September, the date by which the 
contractors of the elevators have 
agreed to have them complete. The 
movement will dislocate to a certain 
extent the dredging and dock exten 
sion program for the present sea 
and for that reason will 
ably be restricted to the shipment of 
two or possibly three, cargoes of 
jrain approximating about  three- 
quarters of a million bushels. 

“The shipping trade is greatly de- 
pressed at present, and from in- 
quiries already received, vessel 
owners are evincing considerable in- 


son, prob- 


terest in the possibilities of the 
Hudson Bay route. No great dif- 
ficulty, therefore, is anticipated in 


interesting private vessel owners in 
the business that the test move- 
ment will afford and considerable 
prestige may be expected to accrue 
to the steamship company having 
the honor of handling this first 
commercial movement of grain out 
of Western Canada’s new port. 

“It is too early as yet to speak 
definitely as to either freight or in- 
surance rates, but arrangements are 
being made to see that that aspect 
of the situation is thoroughly can- 
vassed, and at the proper time the 
minister expects to be in a position 
to meet any eventuality which may 
develop. Meanwhile, both he and the

Mob Lynches Slayer 


Is Scene 


North Dakota Of Lawless 
Tragedy 

Schafer, N.D. teverting to the 
days before law and order came to 
the west, a mob battered its way 
into the county jail here and lynched 
a 22-year-old farmer, who had con- 
fessed slaying a family of six. 

When the crowd dispersed, as 
swiftly and as silently as it had 
formed, the body of Charles Bannon, 
youthful slayer of the A, FE. Haven 
family, was left hanging from a 
bridge over Cherry Creek, about a 
quarter of a mile from town. His 
neck was broken, 

Apparently the mob came from 


nearby farms that once were a part 
of the great cattle country about 60 
miles north of Medora. None of the 
mob was recognized. 

It was 
history of 


the 12th lynching in the 
the state, eight white 
men, three Indians and a negro hay- 
ing fallen victims to mobs previous- 
ly. The last such affair occurred 17 
years ago, when Steve Culbertson, a 
triple slayer, was taken from jail at 
Williston and his body left suspend- 
ed from a nearby railroad bridge. 
Young Bannon died pleading that 
his father, James F. Bannon, also 
held for the killings, be not harmed. 
The youth, in his confession, had de- 
clared that he alone was responsible 
for the Haven family’s
